Rejection of Claims Under 35 U.S.C. S112, first paragraph ^ 

Claims 1-17 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 12, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled 
in the art to make and/or use the invention. Applicants respectfully traverse the rejection. 

The standard for enablement is whether undue experimentation would be required for one 
of ordinary skill in the art to practice the claimed invention. To determine whether 
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
